The 
Judge’s charge and the answers to 
the exceptions or the defense to 
the charge occupied a session of five continuous 
hours, Judge Wylie is a model of judicial calm, 
ness and deliberation. ftis charge was éntirely 
free from passion, but was to the impartial lis- 
tener resistiess in ita logie, and, if the technical 
lawyers may claim that he too strongly put tle 
arguments for the Government, laymen admit 
that he spoke the words of truth and commen 
sense. Those who bave not heard the testimony 
in the star-route cases cannot read the charge of 
Judge Wylie without coming to the conclusion 
that the Government's case at least 
OUGHT TO PREVAIL, 
and that the conspiracy was established. The law 
of conspiracy was mad mucb simpler than the 
mystifying arguments of the counsel for the de- 
fense had made it, and the dust which they bad 
raised a8 to the question of overt acts was fully 
laid. He maintained thet, stron as the de- 
tense bad resisted such ai the con- 
spiracy might be proved ouvert act as its 
consequence, even if the conspiracy itself could 
not technically be established, and he charged 
that if one overt act of the vast number 
contained in the more than fifty 
printed pages in which they were 
scheduled should be suétainedgthe: conspiracy 
would be established.

to practical men, and made no show of learning, 
and iu the discussionof the legal elements of 
conspiracy, made er sv simple that the 
most ignorant juryman Could have no excuse 
for not understanding bim. Asa sample of the 
evidence be took up one route—that from Ver- 
milion to Sioux Falls, Nez although one of 
the smaller routes, shows in the clearest poasi- 
ble manner the scope and purpose of the con- 
spiracy.

Farmers Have Made Good Use 
of the Recent Fine 
W eather. 


A Disposition to Hold Wheat for 
Higher Prices than Those 
Now Ruling. 


Corn Has Been Sent Booming Toward 
Matarity During the Past 
Week. 


Good News Received from all Parts of 
Nebraska Regarding the Corn 
Prospects. 


The Weather of the Past Week Has 
Beon Just Such asthe Farmers Needed 
~The General Situation. 

Spectai Dispatch to The Rica Tribune 

MILWAUGKER, Wis., Sept. §8.—Advices received 
by telegraph from ail points in the grain-grow- 
ing regions of the country tonight show that 
the weather this week at nearly all points has 
been settied and fairly warm, exceedingly well 
adapied to the completing of spring- wheat har- 
vest, and also for the maturing ot the corn crop, 
In the northern parts of Dakota and Minne- 
sota the spring wheat is now al! cut, and another 
week of geod weather will see the entire crop 
practically secured. so far as stacking can se- 
cure it. There has been very little movement 
of spring wheat by farmers yet, and there is 
nothing to indicate their purpose to market 
freely soon. In those sections where the har- 
vest was earliest farmers are generally well off, 
and seom disposed to get a fair start in plowing 
and other fall work before bringing in wheat at 
prices which they consider too low. 

In the northern and western regions farmers 
will be more crowded by their necessities to sell 
promptly, bat the ready demand will absorb a 
large shareof the early movement, and uo im- 
portant receipts are expected in the marxet fur 
several weeks unless there should be an ad- 
vance in prices. Ihe receipts lu market at pres- 
ent are largely wheat from Kansas., which is be- 
ing used by local milters to a fair extent. The 
few cars of spring wheat 80 far sent ip look very 
weil in quality, and promise well for eua ruo- 
ter of the crap. 

Corn is ripent 
sbarp frosts interfere very soon the crop will 
out of danger, and a much better and larger one 
than wae thought possivie a short time ago. 

Oats are beginulng to move more treely, and 
—— the large crop there will soon be receipts 

n pienty. 
arley does not move so freely as expected. 

This fact is probably due to the disappointing 

value Owing to color, very iittle so far bene 

bright enough for No. 2, aithough the berry is 
plump and heavy. 

Rye does not move — freely, and this is ac - 
counted for by the low value compared with late 
years.

Special Dievatch te The Chicago Tribune 
LINCOLN, Neb., Sept. 8.—Extremely favorable 
crop reports are daily coming in from different 
parts of the State. The weather is still warm 
and pleasant and the nights cool. There has 
been uo frost, although a visitation of this kind 
may be expected any night.

The 
western counties are suffering a little from 
drouth. In Central and Eastern Nebraska rain 
is much needed, although crops are not suffer- 
ing from lack of rain or any other cause. The 
condition of corn all over the State continues 
good.

Beatrice, Gage County—The best crop of corn 
raised for yeurs; tifty to seventy-five bushels 
raocre will be the average yield; dry weather 
as not burt the crop in the least; no fear of 
frost,as there is very littie late corn in the 


county. 

Red Cloud, Webster County—Ground a little 
dry and parcbed; corn looks yellow. but is 
bound to turn out big: few poor fieids in the 
county; fifty bushels will be che average; all 
other crops . 

Kearaey, Buffalo County—Plenty of dust and 
no rain; corn will be more than au average 
crop; farmers are in splendid spirits.

The growth is 
healthy and the promise is excellent. Frost is 
not reported anywhere in the county.

St. Paul, Howard County—Farmers report ex- 
ceilent crops. Corn promises a big harvest. 
Some fields will go seventy-five and eighty 
bushels per acre. he county is one vast corn- 
field. The weather is warm in the day and cool 
at night; slight rains within the past week. 

Madison, Madison County—Good weather for 
corn, of which there isa big crop this year; a 
very large potato crop; no frost. 

Pierce. Pierce Couuty— Northern Nebraska 
will raise immense cropé this year. Corn is made 
io this county, and the crop will be nearly double 
that of last year. First-ciass crops of all kinds 
are reported from adjoining counties. Fall work 
will be commenced in a few days, and an in- 
creased acreage of ground will be prepared for 
small grain. The county is settling up fast with 
people from Iowa. Itlinvis, and Indisna. 

David City, Butler County—Weather a little 
dry, but all crops tlourishing. Cora is immense.

ARABI’S EARLY HISTORY. 


Born in the Delta and Active in Hal- 
imm Cause—WNears He Served in the

Halim’s secret Agent Mis Devoted

Ost of the Way.

Arabi admits that he does notknowin what 
year be was born, ano although this may appear 
singular to the uninitiated, it is easily and sat- 
isfactorially explained by Orientals ox by those 
acquainted with the East. In Egypt and Tur- 
key time is not reckoned from One fixed point, 
but various events, such as & great fire, an 
earthquake, or an extraordinary rising of the 
Nile—in the way that American#often say that 
this or that took place “ Guring the war.““ Arabi 
says be was born just after the indecent sheik 
was murdered in the mosque at Cairo, which 
event issuppesed to have taken place in the 
year 1836, or thereabouts, so that he is between 
47 and 48 yeare oid, although he wmain- 
tains that he is only 42. There is nothing re- 
markable about his appearance. He resembies 
the ordinary middie class Egyptian one meets 
here every day in the streets or at Outro. He 
stands five feet seven inches high, is inclined to 
be corpulent, has very small black, bloodshot 
eyes sunken deeply into his bead, a heavy black 
and gruy musteche, and the high cheek bones, 
wide nose, and lips devoting African. His 
father was a laborer on a State farm at Tautah, 
on the Deita of the Nile, aad it was here that 
Abmed-el-Uraby was born. This farm was 
managed by a Swiss gentiewan named Jean 
Ninot. and, curiously enough, the only Euro- 
pean now ia Arabi's camp is M. Ninet, wno is 
in dauger of beg summarily dealt with by 
the English if be could be caught. Arabi re- 
ceived no education Whatever. The littie 
Arabic be can read and write be taught himseif 
after be was growu. In his youth, however, 
be bad learned to repeat many verses of the 
Koran, which he pow uses freely, and being « 
powertul speaker he has aiways found eager 
listeoers to bis discourses. He worked upon the 
farm until the age of 24, when ome day a re- 
cruiting company dasned through the vi 
and, as he was oot faust e.ough in getting away 
from them, was seized, put into ſrous, and taken 
off to Cairo, this being the ordinary Egyptian 
metdod of Alitng up the ranks. 

Arabi Pasua remained a private sdidier for 
over twelve years, and was ouly promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant through the influeace of M. 
Ninet, wrom he met accidentally at Thebes, 
where his regiment was bunting down some 
Bedouin robvers. This was the turning-point in 
Arabi's life. Gratitudeisa great virtue among 
Aruba, and he became, 60 to speak, the slave of 
M. Jean Nisaet. This gentleman soon after the 
event was dismissed by the lace Khedive, Ismail 
Pasha, because he was known to favor Halim 
Pasha, the only surviving sou of Menemet Ali, 
and from wbom Ismail dad practically usurped 
the throne. M. Ninet Bad protested against 
the wrong done to Halim, and  actu- 
ally went to Constantinopie in hope 
ot persuading the Sultan to reinstate dim, but 
to no effect. M. Ninet returned t Egypt and 
has ever since acted as Halim Pasba’s secret 
agent, and the eventful period through which 
Egypt is pow xvuing is due very largely to bia in- 
tr.zues. He is 72 years old, but looks remark- 
abity young for bis age; he is tall, bundsome, and 
of commanding appearance, and havmg lived 
ail bis life-time in the country, Koows the lau- 
guage and peepie well. He is known and re- 
spected by the majority of the natives, over 
whom he bas an enormous influence, and be i 
after Arabi Pasha, the most noteworthy man o 
the revolutionary party. Lieut. Arabi was de- 
voted to Ninet, and tke later not only per- 
suaded bim to espouse Halim Pasha'’s cause 
but used bim aiso as au intermediary in getting 
other officers to do the same. He saw that if 
auything was to be done it could only be done 
torougu the army, and the only way of getting 
at the army was through Arabi. Rumors were 
ingeniously spread that this officer was inspired 
by the Prophet, and this nad such an effect upon 
tue army and the people that the Government 
thought it wise policy to promote him. He was 
therefore gazetted a Mujor. M. Ninet, when in 
Alexandria, lived with Mr. Douglas Gibbe, the 
agent of the Eastern Telegraph Company, but 
when in Cairo was the guest of the Princess 
Toussoun, who favors Halim. The Princesa’ 
—— soou became the rendezvous ot Arab, 
inet, and their followers. 

The great point was to enlist the sympathies 
of the lower classes, and this could ouiy be done 
through the press, but how and where to print 
this secret revolutionary paper was a matter for 
serious consideration. It was attempted once 
or twice in Cairo, but the enterprise was discuv- 
ered by the secret police. and all who were 
proved to bave any counection with it were se- 
verely punished. It was then resolved to issue 
the paper abroad. and the Princess Toussoun 
provided the necessary funds. Th@paper was 
called Abou Nadara, and was printed by James 
Saoua, of No. 48 Avenue de Clichy, Paris, and 
was smugygied into Egypt, tightly packed iu sar- 
dine boxes. Unce in the hands of the revolution- 
ary, or Young Egypt, party, it was easily aistrib- 
uted. It was written ia common Arabic, so as to be 
understood by the pe pie, and contained wood- 
cuts which to us would appear ridiculous, but 
which have had great effect on the multiiude. 
One represenud the Kbed:ve iu the act of veing 
baptized by an English clergyman: in another 
he was seum the country (a slave in chains) to 
Kugland; and in another the Khedive’s eidest 
son (the present Khedive) was represented as 
faliing from his horse while reviewing bis troops 
—such an accident being, of course, bighly dis- 
graceful to any Arab. These papers were euger- 
ly sougbt by Arabi's partisans, and did not fail 
to produce the desired effect; but as 99 per cent 
of the villagers could not read emissaries 
were sent all over the country, 
traveling from village to village, where 
they were surrousded by the: people, who 
eagerly listened to promises of tree grants 
of land. exemption from taxation and from the 
dreaded miiitary service, it they would oniy 
support Aravi. The Khedive bad mortgaged 
every inch of Egypt and every possibie source 
of reveuue to the bondaolders, and what be did 
with the money will pever be known. The tax- 
payers refused to pay the extortionate sums de- 
manded of them; the interest on the toreigu 
loans could not, consequently, be paid, and, to 
the delight of Arabi's party, gland and 
France semil-oflicially interfered. Pressure 
was put on the Kbedive, who foolishiy al- 
lowed all the bigh positions of trust to 
be filled by men sent trom the English 
and French Foreign Offices. The manage- 
ment of the t- office, custom- house, 
inland revenue, Ministry of Finances, ligut- 
house, and port dues, and, in fact, every source 
of revenue, was handed over w these foreign- 
ers, tothe exclusion of natives, thousands of 
whow were dismissed the service, and, as was 
to be expected, joined Agbi's party. 

Up to tnis time Maj. Arabl was unknown to 
Europe; iu fact, his name had never beev men- 
tioned, but now he boidly asserted himself, and 
foreign politicians found out that all was pot 
miik and honey in the Valley of the Nile. Mr. 
Charles Rivers Wilson, the Eogiish Controller, 
not content with handling all the revenue of the 
country, made bimseif obnoxious to ail 
Egyptians by interfering with internal 
polities. Representations were made 
to the Kbedive that this must be stopped, and 
the British Consul-Gevera! was informed that if 
Mr. Wilson did not exclusively attend to bis own 
business the people would take the matter iuto 
their hands, which they shortiy afterward did. 
The Sultan bad by this time heard of Arabi, and, 
like a keen Oriental, promoted him to the rank of 
Colonel, wiehiug to become popular witb the,

THE TIDES OF FUNDY. 


What Causes Them, and What They 
Cause—Sights at High and Low Water 
-The Bore—How the Floods Come In 
Some of the Tidal Phenomena. 

Oorrespondence New York Bvening Post. 

Wrxpsor, N. S., Aug. 30.—Every schoolboy 
has read in his geography about those tides 
of marvelous sweep and rise which have made 
the Bay of Fundy world-famous. The body of 
water where these tides occur is of a singularly 
curloys and fantastic shape. It will be pretty 
nearly represented by the back of the human 
hand if the thumb and all but the middie and 
forefingers be folded, and the two latter ex- 


tended in the shape of a prong. The back of 
the hand proper will then depict roughly the 
main body of water in the bay, while the two 
ungers will show the two upper bays or estu- 
aries where the tide rises highest. It the bottom 
of one of the fingers were to be tightly con- 
stricted by a cord we should have a crude coun- 
terpartof the narrow entrance of one of the 
upper baysand a still closer general likeness. 
From the broad sea mouth of the Bay of Fundy 
to ea of its two heads is about 160 miles, at its 
broadest point it is some fifty miles wide: and 
the whole body of water has a little more 
than twice the area of Long Island Sound. 
The estuary is simply an extensive’ ditch in 
whicha prodigious volume of water rushing 
from the Atlantic pours along the converging 
shores, steadily swelling upward. One or two 
other remoter influences may, however, affect 
the tides of the bay. A straight line drawn from 
Cape Sable, ou the eastern side of the bay, to 
Cape Cod cuts off a great ocean bay some 250 
miles long coastwise and 100 deep, with the Bay 
of Fundy at lis upper extremity. The regular 
tidal current of the Atlantic ig deflected north- 
ward from Cape Cod, so that the Bay of Fundy, 
with its two converging prongs, acts as a kind of 
tidal funnel to a much larger funnel, and the 
immense mass of Atlantic water must neap up 
until its equilibrium is reached. The two re- 
moter funuels or prongs, as we have described 
them, vailed the Bay of Chignecto and Basin 
of Minas, of course receive relatively ah even 
larger proportion of the tiood. They are the last 
of a triple series of sea funnels, at whose upper 
ends the steadily converging tidal waves aitain 
their greatest bight. 

Just at this time here at Windsor, on the River 
Avon, anda miles from its mouth, is one 
ef the best occasions to observe the grander 
paenomena of the Fundy tides. The Avon at 
this point is * estuary varymg trom a 
quarter of a mile toa mile in width, fronted on 
one side by the dikes of the farmers, on the 
other by the Winsor wharves. Stand no 
ove of the piers and see tne flood at its high 
Itisa wy! of wide expanse ana deep enough te 
tioat the Great Eastero. A stroug wind beats 
de surface almost into ocean breakers, and the 
dark red waters dash angrily over the piers and 
agaiost the opposing dikes. Two long bridges 
span the turbid stream, which rises near to the 
pianks and seems as though it would dash the 
structure away. Through smaller streams the 
flood penetrates far inland, and looking north- 
ward (he whole country seems afioatas during a 
Western freshet. Tne water here at this phase 
of the moon, when its attraction unites with 
that of the pun, rises some forty feet from the 
river bottom, 

This, then, is the spectacle at high water. 
Come now and see the estuary when the tide is 
out. The riveris now no longer a river at all. 
A great chasm half a mile wide, and so long that 
its ends are invisible, yawos at one’s feet, in 
the centre is a littie rivuletu few feet broad, 
which a child could wade. At the edge of the 
gulf isa precipice of red mud. Then comes a 
steep siope; then another precipice, siantiug 
finaily to the stony bottom of the chaunel. The 
vast guich appears as though suddenly opened 
by an earthquake, and its rents and reaches of 
dark read mud give a secondary sembDiance to a 
haif-cooied Inferno. There is, too, a droll and 
incongruous side to the spectacic. Everything 
of human buiid is so absurdly disproportionate 
to the meagre streamiet that it ee though 
man had lost his reason and was making ludi- 
crously totisome preparation against a remote 
and impaipabie foe. The two lou bridges are 
spiders on stilts, with no water below. The 
dikes, reared with so much labor, are far inland, 
aud have no wave to resist. Ships at the 
wharves rest on the edge of a muddy cliff. and 
are seemingiy as remote from navigation as the 
Ark oo Ararat. 

Presently comes a sudden change. The siurc- 
giah drift of the email rivulet is stilled. A mo- 
mest later ite current turns backward from 
the sea, sweiling in a few minutes to a creek 
twenty yards wide. Tura away now and look 
again after a quarter of an hour. The creek 
bus grown toa navigable river—restiess, turbu- 
lent, foam-streaked, and baif as broad as the 
East River at Fulton Ferry. Now for the next 
hour is the time to watch the rise of the waters 
in all their strength and fury. The current, 

aining velocity every instant, rises into, un- 
Guiating waves iike those of the rap at 
Niagara. Surees of water balfan acre in ex- 
tent at places swell from below and seem te 
impose themselves On each other. At the 
boiling edges of the stream is a stone or jog; a 
momeat ater and it s gone. The waters burst 
tbrougb the piers of the bridges asifat the 
mouth of a flume, and streaks of foam hundreds 
of yards long, trending down stream, mark 
where the currents have iotesected. The whole 
effect is that of a compound of Niagara rapida 
wiih a maeistrom, ouly bere is dark biood in 
place of water. Last night itested hastily the 
rute of rise. Ou a sand slope which might be 
called steep I placed a mark two feet from the 
edge of the flood. The water reacned it in forty 
seconds py the watch. Upa slope of 20 feet 
face these gigantic fitty-feet tides of the Bay of 
Fundy wiil cimb at the average rate of more 
than a foot a minute, and sometimes much 
faster. ‘ 

One of the most interesting effects of the first 
approach of the tide to its lower levels appears 
when it first reacbes the most depressed part of 
a long sand-bank witb perhaps a large basia de- 
hind it. The waters creep up steadily until a 
little rill begins to pour over fu a miaisture 
rapid. Almost before one can say it the cill bas 
grown toa rapid brook, and in a few moments 
more toa owitt, dashing river, spreading rapidly 
at its lower end until the wide basin is covered. 
Ere long, too, the whole spit is under water, only 
signaling its presence by breukers on the sur- 
face of the now deepening ticed. On some of 
these more level spaces, but stili with a percepti- 
bie slope. I have seen the waters climb twenty- 
five feet in sixty seconds. 

By far the grandest of the tidal spectacies of 
Fundy is the sudden rise of the waters in a bore 
or tidal breaker. At Monckton, New LBruns- 
wick, twenty-five miles frum the Bay of Chig- 
necto, and on a river of name as big as its tides, 
the writer had an opportuuity two or three 
evenings ago to tee the bore by bright moon- 
light. On che wharves at haif-past 9 in the 
eveulng had gathered a large crowd, drawn 
thither partly by the coming bore, partly by the 
seductive rays of the full moon. The tide in the 
river—at Monckton about a quarter of a mile 
wide—was still running out siuggishiy, more 
than thirty feet below the level of the wharf. 
All at once far down stream came a distant 
rumbling like the sound of @ railroad train. A 
few winutes and a dark line crossed the river iu 
the distance. Thelme grew to a foamy wall 
three feet high, swept up the naked 
flats, and, in a wild reach of white d- 
lows preceded by a breaker, paseed us 
up stream. waters behind roge 
six feet instantly, and where before bad been a 
lazy downward current wus a raging sweep of 
muddy water rushing in the opposit direcuon. 
At many places, particularly au the flats below 
Truro, N. 8. ou Busia of Minas, the bore is 
much grander than at Monckton, Sometimes it 
is eigut feet high, and traveis fifteen miles an 
hour. Large fisb—cod, shad, and even the strong 
salinon—are occasionally dasbed up by it fe- 
jess on the shores. It has been Known to drown 
cattle, to wreck a large, laden schooner, and to 
toss a craft as heavy as a pilot-boat high on the 
banks upside down. Hogs rooting for clams on 
the sane -siopes have an instinctive Inkiing of 
its far-distant coming, and run gruotiny to Bigh 


by flocks of sea-birds, secking small Osh, and 
one bold species of the curiew variety bas deen 
seen caught in the boiling comb when) rising 
from behind the breaker, to seek again prey 
in front. 

The figures subjoined, copied from an English 
time-table. show the average hight in feet of the 
Fundy tides at three places, compared with 
three of the highest of the North Atiantic tides 
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. All these lowlands, 
of thousands of acres, 
are dikedin many directions nst the flood; 
but ence in a few years the muddy streams are 
let in to refresh the soil with their deposit. 
diked lands fetch, some of them, S0 au acre, 
and the density and hight of the hay crops 
raised on them almost pass belief. 

Just below Parrsborough, on the eastern shore 
of the Basin of Minas, the Fundy tides reach 
some of their lowest leveis, and disclose one of 
the finest spectacies on the coast. The siope is 
bere stoay, covered with small pebbies of slate, 
and the tide leaves a sy inmetrical curve descend- 

like a quarter section of a vast amphitheatre. 
hough the slope is so steep that it is difficult to 
climb, it takes a muscular and trained arm to 
throw a stone three-quarters of the way down 
from high to low water mark. The siope. meas- 
ured in paces, showed about 300 foet. and after- 
ward the waters receded naif as far again. 
wharf, built in two stories, looms up like the 
side of a tall Duliding. yet a high spring tide 
sweeps its summit. alf way down the wharf, 
standing in the mud, the steamer Hiawatha, of 
more than 200 tons burden, could reach with the 
summit of her smoke-stack only tue most 
mark left by the tide on the wharf. Around the 
poiot, a few miles from Parrsborough Whar! 
the tide passes by Cape Split, torougnh a channel 
the great Basin of 
Minas. In the channel off the cape the current 
boils by at the rate of eleven miles an hour. The 
strongest vessel can searcely make headway 
there in a gale against the rush. and the seamea 
say no craft could hold 1 in the channel 
for a moment when the swift tide is running. 


CHANGES IN CIGARS. 


The Wrapper Beceiving the Most At- 
tention — American Growers Care- 


less. 
New York Sun. 
“How will you have your cigars—stylish, 
colory, or is it favor that you want?” 
“ Are there styles and fashions in cigars?” 
“To be sure,” 


more than they do in dress. The judges of a 
really good cigar are very few indeed. The av- 
erage smoker buyg a cigar through his eyes. 
Now, bere is oue.“ taking it from a glittering 
show-case, that sells for five cents. You wii 


notice that it is rich, dark, glossy, and hand- 


some. It bas no quality, but a emoker is 
satistied with it becduse it looks well. 
and, stuck in his mouth ik ‘serves 
the purpose of a 25-cent cigar. 
I remember when it was fashionable to smoke 
light-colored cigars, Claro or Colorado as they 
are known in the trade, but now everybody 
wants dark, colory goods. This has led to the 
use ef coloring extracts, and Havana tobacco 


extract is now/a staple article of merchandise 
in the trade. In shapes the cigar manufact- 
urers are comroiled by moid-makers, who, in 
order to stimulate their business, are as inex 
Orable in their season's changes as are the 
makers of hatters’ biocks. Cigars are pressed 
lato wooden moids before the wra is put 
on, and, according to the wm is 
turned out to be thick or thin, dumpy, poin 

at end, or entirely round. Smokers, as 1 
before, are attracted by appearance, and some 
shapes become very bopular and have a great 
run; Others don't take at all, and then tne 
mold-makers get up anotmer shape. As for 
quality. it is imply a matter of taste. Some 
men actually fer the taste of a nickel cigar, 
juat as an 1 man will cling to his clay pipe 
and ‘sigger bead.’ But it is a curious fact that 
if a smoker once inbales the flayor of a fine 
cigar be loses all taste for a cheaper article. 

Les; 4 are gradually edu- 
cated in matter of taste, and there would 
soon be no market for nickel cigarsif the ranks 
of smokers were not constantly recruited from 
boy ye pte smokers, — 4 the consu m p- 
tion of cigarets was 14,0u0, leas in this coun- 
try than the year before. This shows that re- 
cruits bave been added to the ranks of e 
smokers. Perhaps yeu don’t know that New 
York has become the largest manufacturing 
centre of the cigar industry in the worid. For 
the seven months of this year eud July ® 
there were 441.236,00 cigars made in New York 
City. These, at $6 per thousand, yielded a very 
handsome revenue to the Government. 

The cigar industry is controlled by foreign- 
ers, and all have made money. Cigarmakers 
come principaily from Germany; many are 
from Bohemia. a few are from Beigium, 
Holland, and England. German cigarmakers 
are coming over now in large numbers. and are 
settiing in New York at the rate of 2,000 a year. 
They all und employment at remunerative 
wages. A good workman gets $4.50 per 1,000 for 
making cigars, and he can turu out from 500 to 
700 cigars a day. 

“Tobacco isa peculiar plant. Every leaf dit - 
fers. The more tender the leaf the finer the 
quality. No machinery bas yet been perfected 
to supplant the skillful manipulation of the 
human band, although there have been numer- 
ous atiempts to make cigars by machinery. 
The essentlal parts of acigar are the filler and 
the binder, which is called a bunch, and the 
wrapper. The wrapper is not the thirtieth part 
ofacigar, and yet it is the part which imparts 
flavor to the whole. A bad wrapper will poll 
the filler and binder, while a good tho aed gg on 
a poor bunch will make a very good smoke. The 
introduction of a new tobacco own on the 
Island of Sumatra into this market has lately 
caused a great Hutter ia the trade. This tobacco 
is grown under the direction of a wealthy Dutch 
syndicate at Amsterdam, which employs coolies 
to raise tobacco on their possessions in the East 
Indies. The tobacco has only been in this mar- 
ket two years, yet it is gaining favor so rap‘dly 
that the importations of it have increased at the 
rute of 100 per cent 4 vear. In 1874 the total to- 
pacco product of the Island of Sumatra was 
only 96,463 poands. Last month 147,24 pounds 
alone were brought to New York. The Suma- 
tra leaf is cured so well, and is so giossy und 
handsome in appearance, that cigarmakers 
eagerly taketoit. Its quality is 7 poor, but 
since four pounds of it wili cover 1,000 cigars, 
where tweive pounds of seed or domestic are 
ordinarily used, it is much cheaper to use 
Sumatra tobacco where appearance only is cou- 
sidered, notwithstanding its duty of 3% cents a 
pound and lo per cent ad valorem. Cigar man- 
ufacturers say that American growers of to- 
bacco bave become very careless in the cultiva- 
tion of their tobacco crops. It requires one year 
of curing before the * is ready for 
the market, and the and 81 crops 
have been found so pour that in seif-aefense 
the bandsome Sumatran stranger bas been 
given the preference. Lately the Tariff Com- 
mission, while at Long Branch, heard argu- 
ments for the suppression of this imported to- 
bacco by placing on an additional 50 per cent, or 
100 per cent ad valorem duty. Cigar manu- 
tuctùrers aver that they prefer to use Pennsyl- 
vania or Connecticut tobacco if they caa get it 
for use in cigars. The native leaf, they rel has 
the quality, but it is poorly cured and of bad 
color. The sorting of volors of Sumatra to- 
bacco is graded with the most perfect nicety. 
There are, for instance, thirty-three snades of 
brown, comprising dark red, yellow, and mid- 
dle browns, and light and dark fallow. It is the 
nice arrangement of colors which causes the 
Sumatra tobacco to be preferred, and it is said 
that American growers might take a vaiu- 
able lesson from the the care and skill which 
characterize the coolye labor.“

How Flies Climb—The Accepted Theory 

lt Suction in the Feet Disputed.

Popular Sctence Monthly. ‘ 
Herr H. Dewitz has communicated to the Ber- 
Un Sociew of Natural History some facts that 
bear ve strongly against the generally re- 
ceived theory that flies adhere to perpendicular 
walls and ceilings by virtue of some sucking 
power ia their feet. e asserts that the feet of 
Met cannot the sucking property as- 
cribed to them, for they are bard and destitute 
of muscies. The theory bas long been contra- 
dicted by the experiments of Blackwell, who 
found that flies covid climb the sides of a jar 
under the receiver of an air pump, Where there 
was no atmospheric . pressure, and who as- 
serted that the power of adherence was 
due to a sticky matter secreted from 
the ‘foot-bairs of flies. This assertion 
was generally regarded as not proved, and the 
cease bas rested there. Dewitz Ay — that his 
investigations have shown that Blackwell was 
icht. He bes watched the exudationof the 
ſeky matter from the feet of the flies by fast- 
ening one of the insects. to the under side of a 
plate of glass and viewing it under tne micro- 
scope. A perfectly clear liquid was seen to flow 
from the ends of the foot-hairs and attach the 
foot to the glass. When the foot was lifted up, 
to bo put down in another place, the drops o 
the sticky igatter were perceived to beleft on the 
aas, lo ne exact places where the foot-bairs 
— rested. The adhesive fluid appears to pass 
down through the hollow of the hair, and to be 
derived from giands which Leydig discovered in 
the folds of the foot in 1850. A similar adhesive 
matter appears to be . by bugs, by 
many larve. and probably by all insects that 
climb the stems and the uoderéidesof the 
leaves of plauts. 1

AMONG THE CODFISHERs. 


The Newfoundland Staff of Lite- Where 
the Cod Live, and Mow They Are 
C.iught—-Humors of Squid Jigging— 
Miysteries of the Great Bank—Tihe 
Coming of the Caplin. 

Ourrespondence New York Evening Post. 

Sr. Joan's, Newfoundiand, Aug. 26.—If the 
natives of Newfoundland are ever perverted to 
heatnenistmn, their chief god will surely be the 
codfish. Already the cod almost touches divini- 
ty, or at least is the emblem of all things mate- 
rial. The Newfoundlanders recognize the dis- 
nity of their fish-god by stamping him on their 
local currency, and but for the manifest incan- 
venience @ould no doubt make him legal-tender 
for payment of debts. 5So ubiquitous is fish, 
and so tamiliar does he become, that w ou 
passes a 5)-cent piece here he  haif 
expects to find a ten- pound codiish among che 
small change. Uo official dopuments, ou post- 
age-stamps, on bank-notes, the cod an® bis 
familiar dewlap meet the eye. Spread on plat- 
forms, and broiling in the sun, he forms a 
fishy fringe around the isiand—a wall of de- 
defense, if not against invading armies, at least 
against the fiercer foes, poverty and star- 
vation. The allegorical importance of the 
codtish is sustained by the facts and 
figures. These islanders catch probably 
not less than $7,000,000 worth a year, 
and more than half their annual exports of 
$3,000,000 are made up of their staple fishy com- 
modity. Every partof the cod is useful; the 
head fried is an esculent dainty—a kiad of com- 
pound of sweetbread and caives'-foot jelly; the 
tougue cut out and atcely brewned in the fry- 
ing-pan is an improved imitation of the fried 
oyster; the skin is used for une glue, the sounds 
are eaten or wade into the istuglass of the cook- 
book: the Norwegians grind up the bones for 
cattie-feed; and che French buy t spawn for 
vaulting their sardine fishing grounds. 

Stretch ut tuf®oauodreds of miles southward 
und southeastward of this island, and sixty 
miles trom ehore at the ‘nearest point, is the 
Grand Bank of Newfé6undiand, that mystic 
tuble-land of the sea, whose ligitts and nature 
are stil undetined.

The shallows over it vary 
from umety to 400 feet iu depth The Grand 
Hauk is beyond comparison the finest fishing- 
ground in the worid.

What lures the cod - trom 
the ocean depths to which he ges 
la winter is not certainly known. but 
it is surmised that be either follows 
up the small shore fish or seeks the sea-cherry — 
a small red berry that often grows on the weedy 
bottoms where the cod is found. It is also pretty 
well established chat during the summer visit 
shoreward the female fish spawns.

Haif- 
starved at home,cheated by the merchant,sunk lu 
squalor, filth, and misery, he drifts easily tato 
dun routine anda kind of mental stupor. He 
somnehow—partly it would seem by his very lack 
of aspiration—preserves good temper; he be- 
comes a marvelous seamen, and he can dress 
ish with the precision-and speed of a machine. 
But bis whole horizon, like his island, is bounded 
by a circle of cod, and even Paradise, to his vis- 
ion, resolved itself into an Eden whose seas 
teem with codfish and whose markets the Yan- 
kee and Norwegian never cart invade.

From 1798 to 1424 it was known as the 
Annals of Congress; from 1824 to 1837 as Congréds- 
stonal Debates; from 1837 to 1871 itywas calied the 
Congressional Globe; and since the latter date it 

has been known as the Congressional Record, 
There is uo daily publication in the world 80 
vast us the Record. Typograpbicaliy it is a mar- 
vel of taste and accuracy. It is printed in non- 
pareil type on a twelve-by-ten inch sheet, the 
columns runoing in a three-inch stick; is eusy 
to handle, and of good mailing size. It contains 
an average of from seventy-uve to 120 pages. 
ln the House a corps of tive stenographers 
performs the entire work ot reporting the pro- 
ceedings, each receiving a salary of $5,000 per 
annum. T reporters alternate in what are 
called Zak,“ each estimated to ll a column 
of the Nord vary. og io time from ten to filt- 
teen minutes—afterward retiring successively to 
u room specially fitted for their use, in waich 
there are ten amanuenses in attendance, two 
for each stenograppner, both taking from his dic- 
tation at the sametime. While taus employed 
the stenograpber corrects ang trims the wanu- 
script already banded in by the amanuueuses.

Squid, by a sudden squirt, drives itself backward 


as fast us u fish can swim, and by invertingl ts 
tube can move with equal velovity in the op- 
posit direetion: Jigging for these squids is a 
rare spectacle. The iger is a red stick of 
wood circled with sharp but barbiess books. The 
book is let down, the squid, which enters these 
bays here by myriads for food, is attracted by 
the red color, clasps its arms over the hooks, and 
is drawn up to its death. But as it reaches the 
suface the novice must be on guard, fur the squid 
shoots straight at its captor bis charge of water, 
followed by another squirt of an inky fluid, 
which on light garments is almost indelible, The 
fishermen know the creature’s®rick, and by a 
skilitul movement induce the squid to deliver 
his charges upon one side, then by & quick in- 
version of the book drop the squid ia the boat. 
A squid tishing fleet of boats, closely grouped, 
so as to keep the schools of young 
octopi collected, is an animated sight. 
Each man tends three or four lines, and has ail 
be can do when squid are around. The bustle 
of the fishers, the thumping of the squid in the 
boats, and the incessant squirts of water toa 
higut of several feet in all directions through 
the tleet, make up a most picturesque sea spec- 
tucle, The flesn of the squid bas some poison- 
ous quality that makes even the tough skins of 
the fishermen sore by long handling. On the 
codtiah hook its flesh grows white and tough, 
making very alluring bait. 

Closely allied tazhe squid as cod-baitis the 
caplin. The caplih is 4 small fish, of the salmon 
species, about the size of the smelt, and very 
Uke itin appearance. It never varies more than 
two or three days in the time of its coming to 
the Newfoundiand shores. where late in June it 
suddenly throngs all the bays in igious 
numbers. A singlegoy with a small dip- uet can 
catch several tons a day. anda few men can 
readily secure a schooctr-ioad. The wavég dash 
the caplin on the shoresin great num „ and 
the residents ofteo cart them away for Manure. 
Although a delicious fish, much like the trout in 
flavor, the capiin is rarely eaten. Indeed, for a 
fishing people, these islanders are amazingly 
back ward in the use of their toodfisn. Few of 
them even know how to cook the cod 80 as to be 
eatabie; they rarely cat the trout with which 
their inland waters are filled; and though they 
raise the best potatoes in the world, they seem 
profoundly ignorant of that delicious product of 
¥Y ankee-iand, the codüsb- ball. Atter the caplia 
go away, in July, the squid come in, and after 
them the herring, 80 that vidence has pro- 
vided a triple series of cod baits, without any 
one of which a third of the season would be lost. 

His bait once assured, the fisherman begins 
his tollsome season Oo the fishing-grounds, seek - 
ing the Grand Bank. heretofore referred to, the 
inshore tisberies, or the coast of Labrador.

Blasting Coal with Compressed Lime. 


Londo Times. 

Yesterday, Aug. , a series ot ioteresting ex- 
periments teok place inthe work of the 
W barncliffe Silkstove Cotliefles, near Sbefiield, 
the object being to the new method of win- 
8 coal by the use oF compressed lime instead 
of biasting powder. The experiments, which 
were witnessed by the officialy of 212 other 
collieries, took place in the Parkgaté Seam. A 
hole about three inches in diameter and 
four feet deep was drilled through the solid 
coal and cleaned out, a perforated iron tube was 
then inserted, and the lime cartri three 
inches long put in. When che lime had been 
rammed home and the made up, a force 
pump was used to inject water into the bottom 
of the tube. Simultaneously with the injection 
of the water the rending process began, and in 
thirty minutes about ten tons of came 
down almost in an unbroken mass. Ot the 
whole of the fall, not more than per cent of 
the coal was small. a much smaller percentage 
than under the old system. it is anticipsted 
that compressed lime will eventually supersede 
the use of blasting powder and thus revolution- 
ize the system of winning coal.

Pasteur; and, finally, that this doctrine, far 
from assuming this very day to dave planted 
the scientific columns of Hercules, opens pew 
horizons to Medicine, and brings ber out of the 
rut ofempiriciem in which she has remained 
since ber birth in spite of the efforts of a few 
men of genius.” 
The bumorous epigeaph which Dr. Cooke has 
laced upon the title-page of bis treatise is 
an Swift's unconscious prophecy of Pasteur. 
The jest of two centuries ago is the scientific 
fact of today. 


The State in Relation to Labor. 

The late W. Stanley Jevons, LL. D., F. R. .. 
of England, was the author ot asmull volume 
on * The State in Kelation to Labor.” published 
by Macmillan & Co., London. Ine writer, within 
the compass of 166 pages duodecimo,. presents 
the results of much inquiry and refiection on a 
very important subject. While he discusses 
legislation in its relation to labor, he considers 
judiciously many problems in social philosophy. 
In his chapter on The Prinelpies of Industrial 
Legislation de devotes particular attention to 
the grounds nd limits of legisiation, and the 
evolutiogist doctrine of freedom. His notice of 
“Sumptuary Laws” is well worthy of careful 
consideration. He believes in the regulation of 
the markets and the inspection of articles of 
sale by public authority; and points out with 
discrimination the limits of such lega! influence, 
and the application of the same principies to 
the subject of labor in its relation to the State. 

Under the head of “The Factory Acts” Mr. 
Jevons speaks as follows of the Eight-Hour 
law: “When we bear workmen debating on 
the moral and sanitary advuntages of an Eight- 
Hours bill we must remember the prevalent 
fallacy that the limitation of labor raises the 
price and transfers some of the master’s profits 
to the workman's pockets. To lessen the day's 
labor one hour is to lessen the — of labor 
one-ninth or one-tentD part, to the same 
extent to waste the elficiency of all machinery, 
and of the fixed capital connected therewitb. li 
is an economic fallacy to su that any ade- 
quate counterbalancing advantage can, as @ 
general rule, arise out of this loss, except, of 
course, the recreative, sanitary, or intellectual 
advantages (if any) to the workman from his 
enjoyment of more leisure time.” Further on 
he considers the disadvantages of omploying 
married women in factories; but concedes the 
difficulty of inverposing by legislauon for the 
removal of this evil.

In discussing Trades-Unſon Legtslation “ the 


author remarks: *“ Anything which tends to ta- 
terfere with the exercise by — 4 pereou of the 
utmost amount of skill ot which be is capabie is 
prima facie op to the interests of the com- 
munity. There may be counterbalancing ad- 
vantages which, as iu the case of registered 
medical practitioners and others, justify a cer- 
tain restriction of industry m afew cases. But 
it is, of course, a totally different matter forany 
body of laborers to endeavor to monopolize a 
trade without public sanction. The presump- 
tion, usually confirmed by experience, is, that 
they intend such goo for their own bene- 
fit. not that of the public. d 
Under the inquiry. What is Conspiracy?” the 
author says: To ask for more wages is a per- 
fectiy legal act; and, if a thousand men were to 
be struck independently wih a wish for 
higher wages, and were to go and ask 
s¢parately, there would be no conspiracy 
in the matter. But if a number of men 
meet together and agree jointly to ask 
for more, and then persuade others to ao like- 


wise, it is not a mere multiplication of requests; 


itis that plus an agreement and an organized 
arrangement. The difference is even greater 
than this: The act becomes different in nature 
by reason of the concert and the purpose im- 
plied in that concert. It must be easy to see 
that there is haraly one of the ordinary arrange- 
ments of trade which may not be entirely upset 
by concerted action. The bakers and butebers 
migbt starve us out; the cab proprietors * 
refuse to carry us away: innkeepers might de- 
cline to harbor us; our neighbors migbt tacitly 
avoid assisting us. No man’s life would be safe 
if unlimited ‘boycotting’ were regarded as le- 

al.” He therefore concludes that the law of 
Goospiracy in England ought not to be entirely 
repealed, while he admits the difficulty of its 
safe application. 

Mr. Jevons favors “industrial partnerships, 
although he does not claim that they have been 
very successful in Enogiand, which, however, be 
attributes in la measure to the antagonistic 
influence of trades- unions.

American Statesmen—Andrew Jackson. 

Joho T. Morse's American Statesmen will 
prove an interesting and useful series. Hough- 
ton, Mifflin & Co., of Boston, are the publishers. 
The volumes already ‘published are: John 
Quincy Adams, by John T. Morse Jr.; Aiex- 
ander Hamilton, by Henry Cabot Lodge: John 
C. Calhoun, by Dr. H. Von Holst: Andrew Jack- 
sou, by Prof. W. G. Sumner, of Yale Col- 
lege. Several other volumes are in prepara- 
tion. 

This life of Andrew Jackson, as might be ex- 
pected from Prof: Sumoer’s pen, is written in 
an elevated tone, and is accurate and reliable, 
bearing few.if any marks of political partiality. 

Andrew Jackson, it seems, was a native of 
South Carolina, although Mr. Parton fixes bis 
birthplace in Union County, North Carolina. 
His parents were Scotch-Irish, and removed to 
America in 1765. The father's name was 
Andrew. The son, Andrew, was born 
March 15, 1767, The family were in bumble 
circumstances, yet Andrew managed to obtain 
a respectable education, and became a reputable 
lawyer. In 17883 Jackson removed to Tennessee, 
then the Western District of North Carolina, 
and settled in Nashviile. Prof. Sumner, in 
speaking of the condition of Tennessee ac that 
time, racher overdraws the picture, as follows: 
* Such frontier communities have always had a 
peculiar character. In them the white man bas 
conformed in no small degree to the habits and 
oce tions of the Indiaus. Cut off from tools, 
furniture, clothing, and other manufactured 
articles such as civilized men use, he has been 
driven to such substitutes as he could produce 
by bringing his intelligence to bear ou the 

rocesses and materials used by the Indians.” 

is 6 an error so far as the babits and modes 
of life are concerned. The civilizatiun of the 
early settiers was by no means lost; but many 
of them resorted to hunting for livelihood, and 
were in this respect alone somewhbat like the 
Iodians. 

In 1791 Jackson was married to Mrs. Robards, 
who seems to have been somewhat irregularly 
divorced from her former husband, or at least 
to bave been married toJackson in “ambiguous 
circumstances.” Hut, though ber superior, 
Jackson was always her true and honorable 


husband. 

The public life of General and President Jack- 
son is already well koown to most Americans. 
His character and whole career are well 
sketehed by Prof. Sumner. He died June 8. 
1845. He had had honors,”’ says his biographer, 
beyond anytoing whick his own beart bad ever 
coveted. His successes bad outrun bis ambi- 
tion. He had held more power thao avy other 
American had ever possessed. He had been 
idolized vy the great majority of bis country- 
men, and bad been surfeited with adula uon. 
He had been thwarted in bardily anything on 
which be bad set his beart. He had had his do- 
sire upon all his enemies. He ved to see Clay 
defeated ain, and to help to bring it about. 
He saw Calboun retire ia despair and disgust. 
He saw the Bank in ruins; Biddle arraigoed on 
a criminal charge, and then dead broken-beart- 
ed. In his last years be joined the church, and 
on that occasion, under the exhortations of bis 
spiritual adviser, be professed to furgive all his 
enemies in a body. It does not appear that he 
ever repented of anything, ever thought that he 
bed been in the wrong in anytbing, or ever for- 
gave au enemy as a specific iudividual.” 


Taaddeus Stevens, Commoner. 

It seems to be a current impression that great 
statesmen are scarce in our country at the pres- 
ent time. This may be a reason why so many 
biograpbies are now written to illustrate the 
virtues and achievements of distinguished men 
who have passed off the stage. We have before 
us an interesting volume by E. B. Callender, on 
the life and public services of Thaddeus Ste- 
vous, “Commoner,” late leader of the House of 
Representatives, from the State of Peuasyivania. 
Mr. Stevens is Kyied by bis biographer * the 
Pirst Stalwart,” as be was in the beat sense; for 
he was a true patriot, and an honest, nobie 
statesman. He was of bumbie origin, born to 
poverty, enslaved by physical deformity.“ and 
in his earlier years struggled agaiust necessity. 
He was bora in Daaville, Caiedonia County, V.., 
April 4, 178%. By the efforts of his mother he 
was enabied to graduate at Dartmouth Culiege, 
in 118.

But, after all his toils, he 
was refused admission to the bar through the 
intivence uf leading lawyers, who passed reso- 
lutions to exclude from admisston to the pro- 
lesson any young man who bad pursued any 
other calling while preparing himself. But 
Stevens quietly repaired to Maryland, where be 
was admitted without difficulty. He then set- 
tied in Gettysburg. but was further discour- 
aged by the Pharisaism of bis fellow- members of 
the bar, who stigmatized bim as the “ciub- 
footed lawyer.” These, with other of his early 
experiences, quickened his sympuatoy with ail 
classes of the needy. His first efforts in his 
profession were made in cases which the more 
noted lawyers would not take charge or. But in 
a vuoteble criminal case he made such an exbibi- 
tion of 9 talent us at once insured bis future 
success. In Ii be took strong grounds against 
the Masons, in common with William H. Seward, 
William Wirt, ana many others of like character. 
At au eee | day he took sides with the active op- 
ponents of American Slavery. He was among 
the firet to join the Republican party, and was 
ever a true and powerful defender of its princi- 

les. He entered the Thirty-sixth Congress in 
mber, 1889, as a Repubiicau Represetative 
from Lancaster, Pa, From that time onward till 
his death, Aug. II, 1868, he was recognized as 
among the abiest and most fearless supporters 
of truth and — in the American Coogress. 

We commend the present volume to the atten- 
tion of young men Who would study a noble il- 
lustration of the manner in which resolution 
and a great heart win success. Mr. Stevens bad 
some great faults and fell into some serious er- 
rors. But be was a champion of the oppressed 
and an upfaltering friend of the common peo-

ready de takes his place among Alustrious 
names which are the common property of man- 
kind, I see bim now as 1 have often seen bim 
dur life.

It would seem as though the literature of the 
Guiteau trial had been, or should have been, ex- 
buusted by this time; but Dr. W. W. Godding, of 
Washington, bas, in his Two Hard Cases,” add- 
ed a very readable chapter to the history of that 
wonderful trial. His two cases consist of a 
young insane patient, concerning whom be re- 
prints an essay delivered in Id. and God's 
Maa,” Charles J. Guiteau. Dr. Godding was 
present durimg the progress of the trial as a 
medical expert. and his report of the proceed- 
ings is reudable, concise, sud well written. He 
naturally devotes much space to the expert 
opinions ou the insanity question; but the 

etch itself is valuable as a brief historical re- 
ord of undoubted accuracy aud bright, vivacious 
style. Tne Doctor does not state kis own im- 
pressions ou the subject with much clearness, 
simply because he seusibly refrains from diecus- 
sions, and seems to aim chiefly at producing an 
intelligent, scientific, and vroacious report of the 
trial itself. The volume is gotten up by Hough- 
ton, Mifiin & Co. in a handy and attractive 
shape. 


Mathematical, 

Ginn, Heath & Co. pubiish a * Practical Arith- 
metic” by Wentworth & Hm., and a “Complete 
Alrebra by Wentworth alone (Professor of 
Mutbematics in Phillips Exeter Academy), which 
ard very good text-books. The first is particu- 
larly commendabie for the great amount of in- 
formation it conveys incidental to the exercises. 
Many of the leading facts in physics are intro- 
into the examples, and the more 
important physical constants are used 
ae the data of problems. They are cor- 
rectly stated in most cases, only one 
important error being noticed by the reviewer 
(the distance of the vearest fixed star). Another 
commendable feature io the early introduction 
of the decimal notation. Tae employment of 
logarithms is a point in regurd to the value of 
wuich there is room for difference of opinion. 
The Algebra isa very well written work con- 
taining a great deal of matter in not too much 
room. The examples are not open tu the objec- 
tion of being so diilicult that the average teach- 
er cannot work them out for the pupil; and me 
processes of reasoning employed bave the com- 
mendabile feature of not covering too much 
ground. The reasoning of some ot vur algebras 
is sO Very Comprehensive that it becomes sbad- 
owy to ordinary intellect, and Wentworth is 
entitled to praise for baving the temerity to de- 4 
222 the badiy-beaten track in par- 
ticular, 


Astronomy, 

Profs. Sharpiess, of Haverford College, and 
Phillips, of the State Normal, Pennsyivaina, have 
produced a work, intended “for sehools and 
general readers,” which hes the merit of con- 
taining as much information as is likely to be 
wanted by the masses, and not so much as to 
make cowards of those who want to understand 
the leading features of the science. It is one 
of the best attempts to Dring the subject within 
the average grasp, while not sacrificing truth in 
the essay. At the same time it seems to be 
better adapted forthe general reader than for 
schools. he authorsare entitled to eredit for 
baving brought it down to date in its statements 
of fuct, and avoiding all unnecessary displays of 
mathematical reasoning. The work is published 
by Lippincott & Co. 


Law-Books. 

Notwithstanding Mr. J. W. Donovan's work, 
“Modern Jury-Triais and Advocates,” has at- 
tained the bonor of a second edition, it is little 
but a hastilyr made epitome of about twenty-five 
more or less notorious legul cases.

Oddly enough, the Ju by a clever 
ruse not quite in keeping with English notions 
of fair play to acoused prisovers, man do 
ov two women talking the affair over 
in jail. Among other things he overbeard was 
Kukin’s widow saying to her accomplice, * Well, 
lam young and pretty.

Tne Judge after that 
had little doubt that the prisoners were guilty. 
‘They were therefore put on their trial, and the 
clew thus unexpectediy placed in the hands of 
the autnorities was actively followed up. 

Strapge discoveries were soon made, showing 
that, from the woman Thekla Popov as a centre, 
a vast and complex ramification of crime ex- 
tended far and wide throughout the community.

The Polied Angus Cattle of Scotland. 

James McDonald, injhis “ History of Polled 
Aberdeen or Angus Cuttie,.“ undertakes to find 
the origin of horniess cattle. He says the 
favorit theory is that the aboriginal cattle were 
provided with borns, and the polled cattle must 
be regarded as a distinct departure from the 
Original order of things. This was Darwin's 
view. Herodotus isthe only early writer who 
mentions them—the horuless cattle of Scythia. 
About 200 years ago several varieties of 
polled cattle were found in the Britisn Isles. 
Only three distinct breeds survive—the Guallo- 
ways, Aberdeens, Norfoiks, and Suffolks. The 
Angus or Aberdeen, the author thinks, de- 
seended from the nal horned cattie of 
Northeastern Scotiand.

Splenic Fever—Results of Post-Mortem 
Examipations. 

Dr. Stuart says of the Texas cattle fever: 
“The first sign of anythiug wrong in a cow 
is the failing in milk, a refusal to feed, standing 
apart from other cattle in the eld; the fm@ces 
become hard and dry, emaciation follows, the 
animal passes bloody urine, and in a very few 
days death ensues. Hy post-mortem we find en- 
larged spleen and liver, with cists and abscesses, 
frequently, and the liver baving a peculiar yel- 
low or brownish appearance. In a number of 
cattle that we examined we found the same ap- 
pearance generally. The flesh takes on a biack, 
yellowish appearance, caused by an excess of 
the coloring matter of the gail, and in every 
case becoming putrid in a short time as the re- 
sult of congestion. By the inexperienced Texas 
tever is pronoun to boid, from the 
black, turbid state of the blood. ticks that are 
gorged with the poisoned blood of Southern cat- 
tle, getting upon our natives ana inserting their 
proboscises, bring about a true vaccine poison.” 


The Meat-*upply of the Great West. 

The Helena Weekly Herald does not consider 
that the recent advance in the price of meats 
ail over Montana will be permanent. The past- 
ure ranges, it admits, are getting smaller as the 
lanas are cut up into homesteads, this being true 
of Texas, and of all the Territories as well; but 
the cultivation of the land is increasing its 
productiveness, and while great herds of semi- 
wild cattle may become things of the past the 
farmers will all raise a few head, and the aggre- 
gate thus amount to more than it does under the 
present system. 

Live stock, In fact,may be expected to in- 
crease in the same proportion as other ucts 
of the farm. The time may come when the 
States will be unable to compete with South 
America and Australia in u mar- 
kets, but they will always have the home mar- 
ket, with its coustuntly increasing population, 
which can be as cheaply supplied in the future 
as it is today. 


The Hampshire Down-—The Coming 
Sheep in England. 

The Hampshire Down appears to be the 
“ooming sheep in Engiand, baving risen 
rapidly in favor of late years. It originated in 
Hampshire about seventy-Ove years ago in a 
cross between a native white-faced, borned 
sheep of the district and a pure South Down, 
and in a few generations the prepotency of the 
South Down entirely changed the character of 
the progeny. While retaining the ancient 
hardiness, Roman nose, and massive bead of its 
“native” ancestor, the horns disappeared, the 
face became black, the frame more compact, 
the back broader, the barrel rouuder, the legs 
shorter, and the quality of the tesh much finer.

There are abuses 
in this as in every business, but there is fully as 
much honor belonging to it as to any other. The 
creamery system operates under some disadvan- 
tages—so do newspaper scribbiers. But it dis- 
counts the intelligence of city ple to say that 
they eat such butter as this writer described. He 
speaks of saitpetre, butter-cvlor, and othe 
chemicals along @ith cream good, bad, and in- 
different as the Kivenrs from which it is made. 
On the cootrary cream le gathered from 
clean tin vessels kept at the farms, hauled in 
such a manner as not greatly to injure it, and so 

ed at the factory as to make pure, pal- 
ata ble butter. Of course there are exceptions to 
this rule, but these dirty creameries, like untidy 
housewives, produce iodiferent butter and 
stand low in the market. Among cream- 
erjes there is continual striving for tine 
butter, for they have learned that the better it 
is the better the vrice, and the more will be con- 
sumed.

A HUMAN MONSTER. 


Ia a Drunken Freazy Me Dashed Out 
the Brains of Hie Little Son. 
spectal Disvaich to Tie Chicago Tribune. 
BauTimore, Md., Aug. S.— The sbockmg de- 
talls ot aterribie murder committed at Secretary 
Creek, New Market, Md., yesterday, have just 
reached bere by telegraph. John Hurst, who 
lives near the Creek witb bis tamily, came bome 
to supper very much intoxicated, having been 
out with several friends all day on a spree. His 


little son, a bricht. intelligent lad about 8 years 


old, was playmg about the door of the house 
When the drunken father came home. He 
reprimanded the child for some trifling fault, 
and not content with scolding the 
boy, picked up a stick and began  beat- 
ing bim unmercifully. The mother interceded 
for ber chitd, and begged ber brutal husband to 
stop whipping bim. when, aroused to a drunken 
frenzy, tne man seized the pleading and fright- 
ened child, raised him above bis head, ana 
dashed him violently to tne floor, crushing bis 
skull and causin e blood to spurt from bis 
eyes and ears. The mother rushed from the 
house im horror and alarmed the neighbors. 
Several of her friends immediately returned 
with ber to the house, but the child was dead, 
baving been killed almost instantly, After 
murder his cbild Hurst made a des- 
perate effort to kill bimseif, gashing bis throat 
witb a table-knife, but was prevented from su- 
cide by Charles Moore, who took the knife away 
from bim. Hurst then ran out of the house in 
his shirt sleeves and bieeding profusely from the 
wound ip bis neck. He disappeared in the 
woods and has not yet been arrested. The poor 
mother has been in spasms since the time of 
the tragedy, and is now in a critical condition.

Scottish Marriage Laws, 

Manchester (Eng.) paper: Some three weeks 
Ago a case was reperted of a novel irreguiar 
marriage which bad been contracted in Glas- 
gow by two young Irish people who had applied 
to Sheriff Lees to have their union duly regis- 
tered. The name of the bridegroom was Charies 
Riack, aseaman on board the steamer Como- 
ran, of Glasgow, and that of the bride Bridget 
Scott. The Sheriff ordered the giti to produce a 
certificate of her birth, and this having been 
done bis lordship on Monday pronounced a de- 
liverance,in whieh be finds that the couple 
contracted an irregular marriage on the tn 
Ult., in a bouse at No. @ Gioucester street; 
that the ilemale petitioner lived in Scotland for 
twenty-one days immediately preceding such 
marriage. He therefore grants warract in 
terms of the act Wand 2 Vic., Cap. %, to the 
Registrar of the Tradeston District to enter the 
said marriage in the register of marriages kept 
by him. 

In a note the Sheriff says: This is an unsatis- 
factory case. The petitioners seemed littice 
more than children, but they say they are 0 and 
17 years old respectively. Unable to get mar- 
ried in Ireland under Zl without their parents’ 
consent, they have come to Scotland to avail 
themselves of the unfortunate laxity of law 
which allows a boy of 146 to marry a Kiri of 12 
even against their parents’ will. To form such 
a marriage irreguiariy it is not necessary to 
come before a Sheriff: and itis quite erroneous 
to speak. as is often dope, of a Sheriff marrying 
people. He cannot do 60. No one in Scotland 
can, save aciergyman. But where perties—in- 
stead of gotng before a clergyman after procta- 
matiou.of bans or notice on the Registrar's 
board—have contented themselves with declar- 
ing themselves man and wife in presence 
of witnesses, they are entitled, under 
a statute pussed at the instigation of Lord 
Brougham in 1856, to apply to the Sheriff of the 
county in whien the marriage was contracted 
fora warrant to have it registered. Such up- 
plications are not uncommon. Last yeur there 
were 143 made to this court. By the Kegistra- 
tion act of 1854 the supervision of the Registrar's 
books was imposed on the Sheriffs; and though 
they have subsequently been relieved to some 
extent of this duty, no correction of any entry, 
and no entry of any irreguiar marriage, can be 
made without judicial sanction. The petition- 
ers, desirous to get the regular marriage which 
they have coutracted put on the register, bave 
consequently made the present application. The 
question is whether, on the evidence adduced by 
them, I am justified in granting the warrant 
they crave. ostatute since 1856 bas further 
restricted the indulgent laxity of our law or 
exempted Irish people from its scope, and the 
proof adduced was sufficient on every point 
except the age of the parties. In consequence I 
requested further proof of the girl's age. This 
has now been furnished. A few days ago the 
girl's mother made affidavit in Dublin that the 
girl is within three months of being 22 years 
age, but thatshe has been unable to get any 
certificate at St. Andrew's Chapel in Dublin, 
where she says the girl was baptized. This is 
perhaps hardiy matter for surprise, for the girl 
declares she is only 17, and from her dimisutive 
appearance l greatly doubt if she is so mucb. 
To make matters worse, the boy’s father bas 
written to me, saying his son is 18, and not 20; 
that de and the girl are of different religions, 
and urging me vot to autborize the registration 
of the marriage, It seems to medeplorable that 
any encouragement should be fren tosuch a 
union, but as the proof in ‘regard to the ages of 
the applicants, though not so satisfactory as 
could be wished, is yet not insufficient, I bave no 
opportunity save to grant a warrant for regis- 
tration of their marriage.”’ 

A Sensational Suit.

Las Vucas, N. M., Sept. 1.—The more one sees 


of this beautiful country the more — — 
does he become with its wonderful urces. 
Allit requires to become fully developed is 
Eastero capital and men of activity and energy 
to push ahead the many improvements already 
begun, The mines of New Mexico are very rich, 
and new ones are being discovered every day. 
The display of minerals from New Mexico at the 
Deaver Exposition now in progress has attracted 
every person who has seen it by its size and 
richness, The Lake Valley district is probably 
one of the richest silver discoveries on record. 
One piece of ore which I saw on exhibition from 
this district weigbed 640 pounds, and was vaiued 
at 7.000, and there are many other mines 
around in the differeat portions of New Mexico 
of an almost equal character, There are several 
very rich mining districts located pear here. 
Cattle and sheep raising is aleo carried 
on to a great extent. Agricuiture is as 
yet sadly negiected, but will beyond doubt be- 
come one of the principal industries of the coun- 
try. Everything here is very favorabie for the 
raising of crops of nearly every kind, the oniy 
drawback being the lack of rain, but the beau- 
tiful valleys are easily irrigated, and with prop- 
er care and attention large crops usy be raised. 
I believe if the average American settler 
would devote bis time to agriculture as much 
money would be realized from his efforts in that 
direction as in his usual occupation of mining 
and storekeeping, as vegetables and grain of all 
kinds command aready sale here and a very 
high price. The farming carried on. by the Mex- 
icans is On a very simple seale. All they care to 
do is to raise just enough for themselves and 
nothing for the market, and they are so pro- 
verbially indolent and lazy that the crops raised 
by them are not ot much value. 

Yesterday, acccompanied by Mr. Pullen, the 
affable and courteous superintendent of the 
Springs, I set out to visit some places of inter- 
est near here, After a pieagant ride of nearly 
twelve miles up the can6On of the Rio Galltuas 
we arrive at what bas been kaown for many 
yearsas “ Hermits Peak” on the right bank of 
the Gallinas. The scenery and views up the 
canOn are magnificent. The towering rocks on 
either side and the clear rippling Gallinas River 
at our feet make ascene worthy of the paint- 
er's brush. We have passed several quaint Mex- 
ican villages with their low-built adobe houses. 
lforgot to mention that the first six miles of 
our journey is accomplished by traveling over 
a une carriage road, which ie part 
of a system of seventy miles of road 
which is rapidiy approaching completion, 
and which, when finished, wili 
net-work of road up the candn and 
over the mountains in all directions, bringing the 
visitor in a few hour's drive into§the finest scen- 
ery in the Territory of New Mexico. 
This whole euchanting region now 
easily accessible on horseback, will then 
be as easy to reach ſu a rolling carriage. The 
ornamental Gothic stable on the hillside back 
of the hotel, with its full complement of stylish 


turnouts, saddle n burros, will thea 
be better appreciated. ut to return to the 
UEKMIT’S PEAK, 
or, as it is Known in the Spanish vernacular, 
Montana del Ermitano (Mountain of ch or- 
mit) It is one of the bighest peaks in the 
whole Spanish Range, and bas an \elevatiog of 
16. 00 feet. ew ty ny | at the summit the view oa 
all sides extends asfar as theeye can reach. 
One is almost persuaded through the magic in- 
thuence of the clear atmospbere that he has the 
whole Territory in fuli view. The top of the 
mountain is perfectly level and measly a Quarter 
of a mile across, and near the top is still seen 
the cave or former residence of ueer being 
from wuom the name “ Hermit's Peak’ was 
taken. I will repeat the legend as related to me 
by a white-taired Mexican from one of the 
small — — bear by. About the year 1835, or 
two years before the first settiing of Las V eras, 
a Spaniard about 0 years of age made his 
appearance among the Indian tribes who then 
inhabited this secuon, and after a little time 
made his home in the care before 
mentioned and for many years after resided 
there. He was knowu as a very devout man, 
the ludtaus reverenced him, and he was free to 
come and go through ali the surrounding 
tribes unquestioned. By the time the Spaniards 
and Mexicans began to settle at Las Vegas the 
Hermit of the Mountain was well known down as 
far as Santa Fé, and ina short time be wagiooked 
upon by the Mexieans as a holy saint whose 
prayecs were most efficacious in beali the 
sick. ‘They supposed bim capable of perform- 
ing miracies and N brought ocker - 
ings ot different kinds. Little metal crosses, 
rosaries and medals of the Virgin and saints 
have been found at various times by parties 
searching the cave, but we were not fortunate 
enough to secure avy relies to take away with 
us us mementoes of our visit. He is supposed to 
have lived bere ia solitude until the year 1864 or 
1865, mak ing visits occasionally to, by this time, 
the city of Las Vegas to barvain for goods., and 
he is distinctly remembered by many of the old 
residents ot that city as late as 1263 and 1884. 
The reports were in these years that he had 
suceeeded in amussing 
of gold and aiiver, 
time he was set po 
band of robbers, with which this country then 
abounded, and murdered for his wealth. The 
old Mexican who reiated this story to me af- 
firmed with a great deal of earnestness that he 
was forewarned lu a dream that bis time bad 
come, and that he went down on the plain to 
meet the robbers, and was murdered there by 
them. Be as it will, however, the cave he once 
inbabited is pointed out to the visitor, and his 
name is still retained dy the grandest peak in 
tne Spanish Range. Over the mountains to the 
west may be seen the ruins of the ancient 
pueblo of the Pecos—a monument to one of the 
most sublime examples of faith in the worid. 
The most prominent feature of the general 
ruin is that of the Pecos Church, built -centu- 
ries ago fur Christian worship on the very spot 
which tradition says was

the Culture God of the Aztecs. It was bere that 
the sacred fire was kept buruing as late as the 
present century. The legend of Montezuma is 
one of the most pathetic and beauti- 
ful m all the pages of story. The 
simple-minded but loyal-hearted heroic people 
believed their Emperor, the glorious Monte- 
zuma, would come * Centuries of waten- 
ing by the priests with their faces toward the 
east, centuries ot attendance day and night 
upon the sacred fire. All these did not shake 
their faith in his commg “In glory from the 
Bust.“ or his promise that when he came it 
would be througs the lame and smoke of the 
sucred lire,“ his face bright aud fair as the sun 
and cladin garments of glory.” Wartare, oid 
age, pestilence, disease, all decimated their 
runks; still they watched and waited until the 
last remnant of the tribe bad vanished and the 
sacred tire went out like a spark in the night. 
The shrine of Montezuma is in ruins; his tempie 
has crumbied, but when one views the progress 
Ot the couutry since the advent of the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fé Railroad, he cannot help 
thinking chat Montezuma has come. Taat 
be bas come in the spirit of the nineteenth cen- 
tury with its trade and commerce, its mining, 
inanufacturing, and agricultural industries, 
its schools, churches, academies. and 
ail that develops the resources of this 
country of which he is the traditional 
Culture God. The — Mexican viliages 
whieh surround the Hot Springs are also of 
great interest to those who have uever visited 
this country before. They are as a rule, I find, 
ignorant, superstitious, and proverbiaily lazy, 
and it is onty a question of time when they will 
have very little to do with the affairs of this 
country.

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IN SHEEP’S CLOTHING. 


Remarkable Criminal Career of a Con- 
necticut Judge Who Has Meretofore 
Stood Wellin the Community in Which 
He Lived—Arson, Thett, and Other 
Crimes Laid at His Door, 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chieago Tribune. 
Bostox, Sept. 8.—Barly in June last a block of 

valuable stores and dwellings in the centre of 
Putnam, Conn., weré burned, andthe work was 
evidently that of an ineendiary. After follow- 
ing every cle fora few days without success, 
the Selectmen finally sought the services of De- 
tectives Wiggin and Wood, of this city, and 
Swan and Parker, of Providence, who diligently 
and successfully worked their ciews toa fortu- 
nate denouement, which took pi yesterday. 
In the village was Judge G. F. Willis,a trial 
justice, © years of age, who bad al stood 
high in the estimadon of the’ citizens. 
He bad been the President of the local fre- in- 
surance company, bad held other public and 
semi-public offices, atone time was considered 
wealthy, but had become poor. and depended 
mainly on his office as loca) Judge and occasion- 
al law business for his livelihood. His most in- 
timate friend was one Charles Warren, who kept 
a fancy-goods store in the block that was de- 
stroyed. The Judge passed a good deal of 
his time in the store, and acted 
as Warren’s representative when the Iiat- 
ter was absent. Warren carried an in- 
surance of $2,500, which was negotiated 
by Willis, but the stock had run down, and it 
was generally conceded that both men were 
hard up. The Judge was not lou afterward 
connected with a gang of bank sneaks who ren- 
dezvoused in Boston. and were in correspond- 
ence with him as to his capabilities as a go- bo- 
tween. The detectives learned finally that ne 
had appointed a meeting with them in Boston, 
where some sort of a conspiracy was to ve dis- 
cussed and planned. The place of meet ing was 
in an ins®rance office, and, emplor- 
ing a tru insurance man in an ad- 
joining roa as a witnessing listener, the 
detectives wath him placed themselves within 
hearing of interview. There the Ju was 
so intent on im the thieves with his 
eligibility to their companionship that he de- 
clared bimeself “a thief trom the cradie,” 
though then and heretofore occupying iotluen- 
tial stations that served as his impenetrable 
cloak, These thieves bad in their possession 
stolen bonds that they wanted to negotiate, and 
they desired to test their new-found accomplice 
in various ways, so they planned a haul on & 
bank in Providence, Ulis to receive and 
dispose of the boot. Judge had 
previously related to thieves some 
of his exploits. Here is one: While an officer of 
the insurance company he met with some losses, 
and the company beid his notes fora large 
amount. He was pressed to take them up, but 
could not. Heleft the companyand en 
elsewbere, and was finally induced to return to 
the services of the first company and do what 
he could to cancel his indebtedness. He bad not 
been back long before be arranged a good alibi 
by taking a train for Providenee, return: 
disguised at night, entering the „ an 
taking and dest notes held by the 
company against him and otbers. He was suc- 
cessful in getting back to Providence and tak- 
ing the train for Putuam, as though he bad 
stopped in Providence ali night. He was never 
found out, and until now the robbery has been 
a mystery. He also related bis action in burning 
his own dwelling and gett the insurance 
money from the Quincey a Hiagham com- 
panies. He at one time stole $1 from a citizen 
of Putnam while in a bank and the attention of 
the citizen was diverted from his pile ou the 
counter. All this he told, and, to cap 
the ciimax, confessed the incendiary act for 
whiecn be is now in quod.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 6.—Among the dif- 
ferent exhibits at the fair now in session bere 
none.possess the beauty and excellence or at- 
tracts general attention equal to the display of 
agricultural and other products of the State of 
Kansas under the auspices of the Kansas Land 
Department of the Union Pacific Kallroad. It 
occupies a space along tme north side of the ag- 
ricultural hail of about seventy-five feet. The 
diferent samples of wheat, oats, bariey, ryé¢, 
corn, vegetabies, fruit, ete., are neatiy and 
tastefully arranged. Here the visitor sees 
samples of this year’s crop of such size and 
beauty as to fairly bewilder him. Stalks 
of corn eighteen feet in hight and 
six large well-developed ears appended; broom- 
corn of an equal bigbt, and sorghum fully twen- 
ty feet tall. About fifteen varieties of wheat 
are on exhibiuon, some of which yielded as Ligh 
as sixty-one busbelsg to the acre. A very pleas- 
ing feature of the exhibit ie sampies of bixty- 
five different grasses native to Kansas. The 
fruit exhibited is very nice, consists of 
thirty different varieties of pice, ten of 

aches, five of pears, and thirteeu of grapes. 
The display of vegetables consists of everything 
known in the shape of vegetable, and all the 
specimens are of unusual large size. C. H. W.

Chambers’ Journal. :

A subject of such 
importance has, of cou been widely dis- 
cussed by experts in Kugland. and by this time 
large numbers of prospectors are doubtless ver- 
ifying matters on the spot.

Australia. The climate has ite dungers; the 
inbabitants are savage; the rulers suspicious 
and hostile to strangers. But where abundant 
gold is to be got with ease white men will go, 
and the capital of civilization will ‘flow thither, 
bearing 10,000 energies to confront those of na- 
ture and bar bars.

Personally Meissonier fs a man whom itis 
difficult to adeseribe, Picture to yourselt a little 
bit of a fellow, Pas plus haut que ca,” as the 
song says, and as brisk and a8 merty as it he 
was listening to some stimulating music to 
which all other ears were deaf. On this body of 
a dwarf is set a magnificent head—« head 
that is almost that of a visionary —with 
jong locke of waving and showy white 
hair, and with a véemerable long beard as 
white as the bair. He reminds you of one 
of those personitications of rivers in whieh the 
ancieuts delighted, or rather of oné of those 
musing fathers of the earth that Coysevox has 
earved for us under the tuick linden trees of 
the park at Versailies. Whea one looks at this 
imposing head and venerable beard, one entire- 
ly loses sight of the slender body that ends in a 
pair of trousers like those Of ao Euglish horse- 
trainer. Learned and witty to the utmost limit, 
and. like a true Parisian, fond of ridiculing 

veryth with asbarp eye to his own glory, 
e puluter is more interesting within the 
walls of bis studio and surrounded by the tokens 
of bis work. 

The studio is an enormous one and fairly 
flooded with gut. It is crowded with pictures, 
with incomple(ed sketches, and with precious 
furniture, Aru, and bangings. It is so large 
that even the **Murriawe of Cana could bBave 
been painted in it with ease, and yet it is bere 
that Meissonier touches and retoucbes, with a re- 
lizious patience, those diminutive pictures that 
the amateurs are so glad to cover witb gold- 
pieces and banknotes. In spite of its size, the 
studio is arranged with a coquettisunuess that 
is almost feminine, Here and there, on the 
arm-cbairs and divans, are negligeutly cast 
clothes of richly-colored vyelvets, a tmus- 
keteér's hat with its white — —.— 
a theatrical sword with an borate! 
varved hilt, and piles of Pelitiaatin-eo ored silks 
and Eastern stuffs. Every were, dravu up iu 
Une, on easeis, hangimg on the walls. and even 
resting against the tables, pictures and mar- 
quets, which we never grow tired of admiring. 
Ine work of the artist that is now furthest a 
vancea represents two lovers singing u duet. 
Tue man, draped inapurple simarre, is ailow- 
ing bis fingers to Wander over the keys of an 
organ, while | his head is thrown back toward ber 
who stands beside bim. The picture contains all 
the charm of a mystic ode, All the teaderness of 
two hearts which are filled with but one and the 
same feeling. The red and green colors in the 
picture are as dazzling as Orievtal goods sprend 
out in the intense glare of an Eastera sun. 

Tune painting by Meissonier which Jobo Ruskin 
sold the other day to a London tirm for $30,000 
was the Urst legitimate transfer of one of the 
works of this great muster that has occurred iu 
several years. This picture, which is dated 
1862, and represents Napoleon I. during ove of 
bis campaigns, Gost Ruskin about $5,000, so you 
eee he made a pretty good profit. I Said just 
now the only lezitimate transfer of one of the 
masters make. Not many weeks back Alex- 
ander Tasso, a native of Italy, arrived in the 
“ capital of the civiiized worid,’’ and became an 
bumble servitor of art in the capacity of model 
to Meissupier. For and in consideration of nine 
francs a day, this model man (he was not a 
model of a man) Undertvok to exhibit the 
classic outlines of bis form for five or six hours 
a day in the studio of the famous igter. One 
day, bowever, Tasso disappeared, but he took 
away with bim his souvenirs of his sojourn 
without so much as say By your leave.” 
His selections were made with judgment, apd 80 
last March he had no difficulty in Mmducing a 
Paris dealer to purchase two sketches by the 
master, which be claimed were the property of 
au Italian amateur. The dealer paid 2.250 francs 
for the sketches, and readily disposed of them 
withi the week for 6,500 fraves. Io the mean- 
time Tasso had gone to Monte Carlo, where be 
won $5,000 in one day and lost it all the next, 
together with the rest of his riches. 
Somehow be got back to Paris, and then 
be concluded to part with seme more of 
the souvenirs which remained to bim from his 
brief career in the service of the fine arta. 
Again be applied to the: same dealer, and in the 
name of the same amateur offered to dispose of 
two more sketcbes by Meissonier—a portruit de 
femme and a mousquetaire—for which he 
wanted 15,000 franee. he dualer. with more 
caution than be had previously exibited, re- 
quested that the sketches might be left with 
him tor a day wvefore the purchase was made. 
This being consented to, the dealer took them 
to Goupil, who showed§them to Meissonier, and 
this, of couree, led to t arrest of the thievish 
Italian. He was tried, and, owing to Meissonier 
invoking the mercy of the court, was sen- 
tenced to only titfeen months’ imprisonment. 
Now what made GoupU suspicious in this case 
was the ridiculously low price that the fellow 
Tasso asked for the two sketehes. 

M. Meissonieris not very accessible, and fora 
good reason. A manwho can paint pictures 
which sell readily for $5,000 to on 0 has very 
little time to spare for visits, unless they are of 
importance and interest to bimeelf. Durit 
forty years ot an active life be bas seen an 
known almost everybody. He has spent bis 
time among the great contemporary artists and 
their works, and e is an inexhaustible source of 
information for all who are interested in art. 
Sougtit after from all directions, be soon found 
himself so occupied with other people's affairs 
that be bad very little time leftin which to attend 
to his own. He then determined that be would no 
longer devote so much of bis vaiuable time to 
the curious and importunate. It ts for this rea- 
son that such men as Alexandre Dumas, Albert 
Wolff, Détaille, bis favorit pupil, Daniet Ridge- 
way night, another pupil—an American— 
George Petit, bis picture dealer, and a few 
others favored witb his intimacy, have the opia- 
jons and anecdotes of this man of genius ali to 
themselves. it is no exaggeration to say that 
Meissouter is the bardest worked painter in 
Puris. Rising almost with the dawn, be does not 
leave his studio when night comes on, but he 
continues the work on band by the glaring light 
of several flames of eas.

WHEAT. 


The Probabie Crop for 1882. 
New York Evening Post. 

Some of the friends of the Evening Post have 
criticised tue estimate of the probable wheat 
crop of the United States this year as given in 
our artiole of last Saturday. One correspondent 
—whose letter is not for publication—asserts 
that the premises upon which our estimate was 
made are erroneous, and, therefore, that the 
conclusious arrived at in that artiele—viz., that 
the yield per acre of wheat this year would be 
from 10 to 12 per cent above the average of the 
past five years, and that the total crop would be 
somewhere about 586,000,000 bushels—are also 
erroneous. 

As the object of these calculations is to arrive 
as near as may be at the truth, we admit the 
probability of an important error in our esti- 
mate of the acreage planted. Our correspond- 
ent says that the Agricultural Department nas 
stated it at 36,000,000 acres; but we do pot un- 
derstand that the department bas as yet made 
any but approximate statements of the probabie 
acreage planted. In the official report of the in- 
crease and decrease of acreage in twenty-four 
Stutes, as compared with last year, the total 
acreage of the United States is approximately 
indicated at about 7.000.000 acres. 

And now upon these. new premises we may 
proceed to estimase tke probabic rr upon the 
method which seems to be suggested by our cor- 
respondent, comparing the probable crop ot this 
yeur with that of 1889. 

The only statistics which have yet been given 
for the yield per acre of the present crop are 
those of Illinois, where the official report places 
the yield ut cighteen and one-haif bushels per 
ucre, against sixteen and seven-tenths in 1880. 
It is. of course, not assumed—and we did not 
assume in the previous articie—that the vieid 
per acre in lLilinois wus to be aceepted as the 
uverage for the Unired States, But there are 
some reasons why the yield per acre ia fllinots 
may be noepted as an index to the avorege 
yield of the United States, in preference to ab- 
cepting the yield of almost auy other one State 
as such an index: First—illinots is the largest 
wheat-raising State In the Union, and in the 
three years from 1879 to 1841 inclusive produced 
ubout 12 per cent of all the wheat raised in the 
United States. Second—Iilinois lies neariy 
in the centre of the 
States comprising Onbio, 
nois, Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Nebraska, Kanaas, and Missouri, which produved 
in 1880 about three-fourths of the wheat crop of 
the United States. IIlinois may therefore be 
presumed to represent e average of the me- 
teorolowical experience and crop coaditions of 
this group of States. In 18% the average yield 
per acre in Illinois was 16.7 bushels, while that 
of the United States was 13.1 busbels per acre. 
Illinois was therefore per cent above wen- 
eral average. It isan establisbed fact that the 
average yield of wheat per acre in different seo- 
tious of the United States continues at about 
the same relative difference, as, for instance, 
the average in the Southern States is always 
only about half as much per acre as in the group 
of States above W wee in the Far 
Northwest the yield is always greater por nacre 
thun im the ten States mentioned. There seems 
no objection, therefore, to assuming that 
certain States are always 4b and 
others always below the general 
average of the United States. Now, if we 
may assume that the present yield of eighteen 
and a half bushels in LUlinois is also about 2 
per cent above the average, it would make the 
average for the United States say 14 43-100 
busbels per acre, or just about 10 per cent over 
1880, which, upon un area of 37,000,000 acres, 
would be 533,910,000 bushels, a result which dif- 
fers less thun the half of 1 per cent from our 
previous estimate, which was made without any 
such talculation as produces the present figures. 

Some argument will, of course, be made 
against assuming an increaged average yield per 
sere of 10 per cent over the crop of ie. But it 
will be remembered that there bas been no year 
before this when the crops of spring wheat and 
winter wheat were both good—except idly 
1877, when the averuge crop of wheat rough- 
out the United States was li - 1 bushels per 
acre, or only about 4 per cent less than we have 
assumed as the avernge yield per acre for 
present crop to produce an aggregate of . 
¥10,009 bushels on 37,000,000 acres.

SAULT Ste. MARIE, Sept. &—The most serious 

collision that the Sault River has had for several 
years occurred yestesday até¢o'clock p.m. The 
tug William Goodnow, bound dowa, towing the 
schooners John O' NeiljGeorge D. Russell, and 
Kate Winslow met the steamship Northerner, of 
Ward's Line, bound up, a tittle below Little 
Lake George, at Garden River, nearly abreast 
of McOlelian's sawmill, the tow and steamer 
pasting on their proper sides. The steamer, 
through some unaccountable cause, shecred into 
the tow, and struck the George D. Russell, the 
middle vessel, in the biuff of ber port bow and 
entered her clear to ber foremast. The Russell 
sank in from two to three minutes in not less 
than seven fathoms, with but two spars above 
water. The sinking of the vessel was so sudden 
that two and perhaps three lives were lost. 
one of them being a woman. The North- 
erner sustained comparatively little damage. 
her false stem being carried away from above 
water to ber forefoot, and her upper bulwarks 
carried away by the tall spar of the 
Russellup to her pilot- house. e George D. 
Russell was loaded with iron-ore from Mar- 
quette, and had a cargo of 1.276 tons. Capt. 
Shepard, of the Northerner, was very reticent 
about the collision, but from what could be 
gieaned bis steamer sbeered into the two. Be- 
ing on watch himself, he assisted the man at the 
wheel to put the helm over to endeavor to avoid 
a collision. The tow-line between the Jobn 
O'Neil and the Russell was an unusually long 
one, and the Northerner was close to the 
Canadian Dank. Capt. Shepard states that his 
boat became uOMauageabic and sheered into 
the Russell as above stated. The vessel lies 
sunk in almost midchannel, being u little closer 
to the American side, and is a serious impedi- 
ment to lake navigation, as the channel is nar- 
row and the current extremely rapid. The 
scbooner Kate Winslow passed the wreck sufely, 
and wus picked up by the tug Goodnow and pro- 
ceeded down the river.

Poison as a Wholesale Instrament of 
Death, 
London Lancet. 
Tue arrest of over one hundred women in 
a little district of Hungery, charged with poi- 
soning their husbands, aad the cvavicden of 
one-third of tbe wumbor, is startling, but not 
without a paralicl in bistery. in the seven- 
teevth century, an old fortune teller im italy 
curried oa the busivuess of selling poisons to 
suck an extent that the utten non of the autbor- 
ities was attracted to her place, apd it was dis- 
covered that the poisons were supplied to young 
married women Whe were desirous of gettiag 
rid of their husbands. ‘Phe courts in those days 
were little better than Judge Lyuch's tribunals, 
so thut it is impossible to ear whether their 
judgmeuts were well founded, but a dosen or 
more women were banged, and scores of others 
were whipped through the streets. About the 
sume time there was a similar Outbrenk of bol 
soning in France, which was not coutroiled until 
over one hundred prisoners, chielly women bad 
heen sent to the stake or the guilows. Kari in 
the eighteenth century, a women in Napies car- 
ried ou a large traue in poisons, and is supposed 
to have been concerned in bringmg about the 
deaths of over six hundred persons. Sne was 
tortured to confession, and then strangled. lu 
every instance of wholestie poisouing, such as 
that reported from Hungary, there has been 
found some eller of poisons resounsible ulike 
for supplying the means and tho suggesudoo of 
murder. The poisons used were always siow- 
acting. frequently administered, and so gradual- 
ly — — the health ot the vieatim that 
their deaths excited no suspicion until the agere- 
gate grew 80 large as to cause investigation.

Splendid Chanees for Big Trading 
This Season. Sy 


Rarely bas thé business outlook been so full 
of promise us at the preseut time. Uaprece-, 
dented crops of the Small grains dave already 
been secured, and with flattering prospects of 
at least au average corn erop, a season of un- 
usual prosperity seems assured. In all brancbes 
of trade, among manufacturers, jobbers, com- 
mission-men, and retailers an unsual degree of 
confidence is mapifested. Iu nearly all depart- 
ments of trade business ig more than ordinarily 
active for the season, and indications are 
that during the next sixty days Chicago will dis- 
tribute a much larger quantity of merchandise 
than for a corresponding period in aay former 
— Desir to get an expression of views 

rom the wholesale trade a TRIBUNE reporter 
visited prominent deaicrs in the leading branch- 
cs with the foliowing result; 
DRY GOODS. 

“ Trade ned just a littic late,“ said Mr. J. H. 
Walzer, of the ary-goods house of Burke, 
e

secuons. Tuoß the very mild Genter of last 
winter was the cause of more 
carried 1 5— ia usual, and 
to delay 0 ot the 
season ts now fairly under way 
wore activity than is often seen at the beginning 
of September. If the movement during the re- 
mainder of the season is correspond 
Chicago will distribute more dry ' 
any previous autumn in its history. 
never known the feeling among jobbers to be 
so uniformally cheerful as at present. and there 
certainly never was 3 time when the outlook 
was more promising.” 

“ What seems to be the tendency of prices? 
asked tbe reporter. 

“Prices are remarkably steady. We do not 
remember when there was 80 little disturbance 
umong quotations as during the past few 
mouths. The market for both cottons and 
wooiens is tirm, and any changes that may oc- 
cur will very likely be in the direction of bigher 
prices, as ary goods were vever before so cheap 
us now. This fact seems to be realized by the 
trade generally; who are ordering with less re- 
serve than usual. Collections are tirst 
the genera! situation is most satisfactory,” 

BOOTS AND Suoks. 

* How is the boot and shoe trade opening?’ 
asked tho reporter of Mr. Erskke M. Pheips, 
head of the firm of Pheips, Dodge & Palmer. 

“Upto the present time,” said Mr. Phelps, 
“we have had an average trade, but the active 
season is not yet upon us—buyers just begin- 
ning to arrive. The unvcertaiat * the 
corn crop bas, we think, delaye ers some- 
what, but the effect of the steadily improving 
prospeots for tBat crop is already to be seen iu 
the greatly increased demand for goods that bas 
sprung up within the past few days. From the 
South and Southwest, where the bountiful crops 
are already secured, the demand was never be- 
fore so active at this time of year, and if we cana 
have four weeks more of favorable weather we 
look for the biggest trade we have every bad.” 

Is there likely to be an advance in prices? 

The raw material bas already undergone a 
pretty sharp advanoe, and sbould the autuma 
trade prove all that is expected there will prob- 
ably be a considerable advance in boots and 
shoes; in fact, higher prices have already been 
established at the East, and as leather is steadily 
going u 1 it looks as though consumers would be 
required to pay more money by-and-by for the 
manufactured article. Stocks are in excellent 
Shape, payments are prompt, and the general 
ale amg of the market is exceptionally satie- 

actory.” 


CLOTHING. 


The reporter next dropped inte the wholesale 
clothing house of Clement, Bane & Co. Trade 
opened about as early as usual,” said Mr. 
Clement, “and more than ordinarily active. It 
is probably true that country merebants earried 
over more goods than usual, the open winter 
having lessened the demand for clothing, 
but the fact that their purchases up to 
the present time have fully 
as large as in past seasons would seem to show 
pretty conclusively that wor ate not burdeved 
with much surplus stock. The prospects for the 
tail aud winter trade are particularily brigbt. 
The country has just barvested the most boun- 
tiful crop of small grain ever gathered, and 
the outlook for corn is improving every day. 

West was never in a better condition to take 
the goods and pay for thew, and we think the 
facts warrant the cxpectadva of 
trade Chicago has ever seen. 
trouble to dispose of goods. The only difieulty 
we appreheod eis in getting a sufficient supply 
to meet the demand. Prices are about the same 
as a year ago, and we do not look for any im- 
portant change this fall, but there is a pretty 
general feeling, in which we snare, that prices 
will be higner next year.” 

COAL. 

A reoresentative of the bituminous coal trade 
Was next huated up. Mr. Elisworth, of Eil 
worth & Co., was found at dis office in Washing- 
ton street, and in reply to the reporter's ques- 
tiuns said: * During the summer, owing prinei- 
paily to the inactivity of packers, who are 
among the largest consumers, trade was more 
quiet than usual, and was not at all auttstactory. 
but the demand for fall and winter supplies is 
simply unprecedented. Such is the demand that 
many of the large vituminous coal-deaters are 
reusing orders for future delivery, even ata 
co isiderable advanee on present prices. The 
co intry trade bids fair to be the largest we have 
ever bad. My principal reason for thinking 
80 is the ‘fact all of the 
mises west of Chieago are busy, and 
Will continue to be busy, with local business; 
therefure the Northwest will have to look to 
Caicago for almest their entire supply, We do 
not auticipate uuy Shortage in the suppl 
coal, but we do think there will be serious 
cult, in obtaining adequate transportation, 
shouid the winter bean open one, while 
severe weather and much snow the troubie 
would, of course, be aggravated. In addition to 
moving the largest crops this country ever 
raised chere will be a beavy increase in the coal 
tou unge. We look for serious deluysia getting 
forward supplies later in the season, and sre as 
far as possible providing against that contin- 
gene by baving an addidonai number of cars 
bunt for us.“ 

“What is the cause of the falling off in the ro- 
ceipts of soft cual as Compared with last year? 
asked the reporter, 

It is partly accounted for by thestrikes among 
the Bastern miners early iu the season, and in 
part by the fact that a larger pruporton of the 
product of the Rasteru mines bas been re- 
guired to meet local wants. Very little Erie and 
trtar Hill coal is pow received here, but the de- 
ticiency is about made good UY av increased 
supply from the ¥ ouggiowseny Valley in Penn- 
syivania. Tais coal contains a larger percent- 
age of carbon than does any other brand of soft 
coal, and tor domestic purposes is regurded as 
fully equal to the Erie and Briar Hill. “As to 
prices, said Mr. Bilsworth, “they are about 
the ume as a year ago. but we think they will 
be nigher. In fact, some big contracts fur fut- 
ure delivery have already been made at Bigher 
prices than prevailed last winter.“ 


HARDWARE. 


„How is the hardware trade? was asked of 
A. F. Seeberver, of Seeberger & Breakey. It
